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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The applicant argues in substance that Phillips 
does not teach downloading initiated from the base station. In response, Examiner clarifies that the mobile terminal is being exquated 
with the mobile unit. Thus when the mobile terminal accesses the base station, the downloading from the base station is initiated (col 4, 
lines 20-27). Thus the act of downloading is initiated from the base station and it is done responsive to the accessing by mobile terminal. 
Nevertheless, the base station initially interrogates the mobile terminal (abstract) thereby initiating the entire process. Furthermore, 
applicant is reminded that Phillips is a secondary art used in a 103 obviousness rejection.. 
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
